Mr. Miller's address to the jury was a d- 
ter arraignment of the labor leaders, bristling 
with charges covering a wide range of crim- 
inality. Following, as it did, the Young in- 
cident, it was the second sensational feature 
in a-vstirring day. Several times attorneys 
for the defense objected to the bitterness of 
Mr. Miller's remarks, but Judge Ball allowed 
the state prosecutor full sway in outlining 
the case to the jurymen. 


Shea Writhes Under Attack. | 

All but one of the defendants were in court 
and Ustened to the dramatic story of the 
strike as Mr. Miller related it. Shea moved 
restlessly in his seat whem the assistant 
states attorney referréd to the “ graft” 
incident and again, when he announced a 
moment later, that proof of a conversation 
which took place between two of the defend- 
ants following a division of the “ spoils ”’ 
alone would be sufficient to prove the charge 
of conspiracy. 

The two defendants’ supposed to have 
been participants in this conversation were 
Shea and Young. Mr. Miller hinted that on 
this occasion the “ graft ’' had been redivided 
and that Shea had announced his intention 
of making good in consideration for the 
money received. 

Young was not in the courtroom at the 
time. A few minutes before he had been 
there, in company with William Kelly, Mich- 
ael Murphy, and Joseph Schultz to arrange 
for bail bonds following his plea of guilty 
in the morning session. 


Dishonest Motives Charged. 

“ The state expects to prove, said Mr. Mil- 
ler in outlining the case to the jury, that the 
coming into this strike of these teamsters was 
not an honest effort to fight the battles of the 
garment workers, but was the result of 
‘graft,’ which passed from the treasury of 
the garment workers into the hands of the 
men who were responsible for tkis strike, 

„% We expect to show that a meeting oc- 
curred which was attended by a representa- 
tive of the garment workers and by four or 
five or six of the men who are now on trial 
as defendants, where a substantial sum of 
money was paid by this representative of the 
garment workers and divided among the 
representatives of the teamsters for their 
personal benefit.” 

Mr. Miller then traced the history of the 
preparations for the strike to the federation 
of labor meeting in March, 1906, where, he 
said, Shea had declared that i the federa- 
tion of labor would furnish the money he 
would furnish the men.“ 

„The state will zhow,” he continued, that 
a few days after thie meeting. and subsequent 
to the secret meeting where the money was 
paid over to the tea:rsters by the garment 
workers, the truck drivers were called out on 
strike.” 

Money Paid; Strike Called. 

Allusion then was made to the call of the 
upon Montgomery 
Ward & Co. and to threats made by Shea and 
others to “tie up the business of the firm, 
unless the differences with the striking wef 
ment Workers were arbitrated. 

And yet.“ said the prosecutar, the sent 
sters had no grievance against Ward & Co., 
and they so stated at that meeting.

City policemen last night guarded the plat- 
forms of three of the most congested stations 
on the elevated railway loop. They forced 
a semblance of order among the scrambling, 
pushing throng of passengers who crowded 
past the fare collectors and rushed for the 
cars in their frantic haste to reach. their 
homes under inadequate transportation fa- 
cilities. 

It was the first police effort in Chicago to 
check overcrowding, The police will report 
today on what they saw to Chief Collins, 
who. will in his turn apie enrages Dunne 
the conditions as they were 

It is believed the mayor will make a de- 
mand on the officials of the loop to place 


more guards at the stations during the rush. 


hours. He intimated last night that he would. 
If the traction people refuse police will be 
placed on guard, and the companies required 
to pay for their service, The city already 
has established this principle by requiring the 
theaters each to have city @remen on duty 
and to pay for their services. 


City Exercises Legal Right. 


The policemen were detailed to the sta- 
tions after Corporation Counsel J. Hamil- 
ton Lewis had given an opinion that the city 
under its poliee power could prevent pas- 
sengers from entering crowded trains to 
their own possible Injury or the injury of 
others. 

What the report of the police will be may be 
forecast as a result of obsetvations of report- 
ers of THE TRIBUNE, who stood with the 
uniformed policemen during the rush hours, 
It was demonstrated that the elevated piat- 
forms can be made safe with a sufficient 
number of guards. 

On the theory that the Fifth avenue and 
Madison street station was the most con- 
gested point during the rush hours, Chief Col- 
Uns detailed twelve policemen there, three 
for each of the platforms of the South Side, 
Metropolitan, Northwestern, and Chicago 
and Oak Park trains. 

This station is next to the last one in the 
loop for the Northwestern, the Metropolitan, 
and the Oak Park trains. Every evening it 
is the scene of a hurry, pushing throng of 
men and women just released from the big 
office buildings and other downtown struc- 
tures, who prefer’ to walk ‘weet in Madison 
street to catch fheir trains, thereby avoid- 
ing the long and tiresomé journey around 
the loop. : 


Hard work for Policemen. 

From. 5 until 6:30 o’elock the bluecoats 
were kept busy preventing jams on the plat- 
forms and overcrowding in the cars at this 
point. In several instances they were com- 
pelled to stop the passengers. This occurred 
on the Northwestern elevated more fre- 
quently than on the other lines, in spite of the 
fact that there was a4 train of five cars prac- 
tically every two minutes during the hour 
and a half of rash traffic. 

At one time a j of men passéngers was 
threatened at the gate of a smoker on 
the Northwestern line. Policeman Murnane, 
who had taken up a position at that end of 
the: platform, was cémpelied.to break the 
jam dy forcing his way into the crowd and 
yelling Break away, now; a enough in 
that car.“ 

I have more trouble with the men than 
with the women, said Murnane. It seems 
that all the men want to get into the smoker. 
The women dort crowd half as much as the 
men.” 

Additional Guards at Stations. 

On the platform used by the South Bide and 
the Metropolitan lines the crowds were han- 
dle@ better than ever before. The Joop offi- 
elals had put on three additional guards, 
meking five platform setae: who. were

served several incidents which throw light

Shortly after 5:30 o’clock an Oak Park 
train pulled up to the platform, car 211 
stopping opposite the dengest portion of the 
crowd which had been surging up the stairs. 
Both the attendants on the platform sta- 
tioned themselves at this point and urged 
the passengers to “step lively,” telling 
the guard to go ahead just as the last man 
was stepping aboard. 

Ags the train pulled out this man was 
standing at the edge of the platform, pre- 
venting the closing of the gate, and kept 
from entering the car by the crowd in front. 
He squeezed in and the guard closed the 
gate just as the car cleared the platform. 


Close Call for Young Woman. 


Ah unusually large crowd pushed in at the 
forward door of car TIT. of a Northwestern 


train at 5:50 p. m. A young woman on the 


station platform was about to step on the 
car when the attendant shouted “ Lot er 
go!” By the time the guard’s signal had 


reached the motorman the girl was on the. 


car platform, but in such a position as to 
block the closing of the gate. She cast a 
frightened look over her shoulder and tried 
to push farther in, but the gate was held open 
for several secorids. 

On Metropolitan car 217 a gate of the same 
type as that which is believed to have caused 
the death of Miss de Tomaso stuck and re- 
mained open as the train pulled away from 
the station. As the car reached the end of 
the statſon platform the guard was seen to 
kick the gate shut with a look of disgusted 
impatience.

President of School Trustees Gives 
“Straight Dope“ on Inside ta 
Triggs,. Brown, and Sseymour—

ference Hall—Outsiders Barred and 
Speech Is Made on Qdiet—-Podst Re- 
port to Pass. ; 


S-s-h-h-h! The Commonwealth club— 
Oscar Triggs and Corinne Brown and Sey- 
mour Stedman and a tall handsome man 
with a blonde mustache and a red Trilby 
necktie are members of it—heard a defense 
of the school board last night. 

The story was told them by Emi? W. Rit- 
ter, president of the reform board, and Mr. 
Ritter’s speech was made in seven insta)l- 
ments.

BEGS FORGIVENESS OF AUNT, 
THEN DIES BY INHALING GAS. 


J. P. Caruther in Pathetic Letter Tells 
Relative There Are Reasons Why He 
Cannot Continue to Live. 


After writing a pathetic letter to his aunt, 
Miss Mary Roney,.168 Rush street, which he 
left on a bureau, and stuffing the cracks in 
the window and door of his room with paper, 
J, P. Caruther, 28 years old, a clerk, com- 
mitted suicide in his room at 155 Dearborn’ 
avenue early yesterday morning by inhaling 
gas through a rubber tube, one end of which 
he placed in his mouth after connecting the 
other to an open gas jet. Caruther died in a 
chair, and his body was found yesterday 
afternoon when Mrs. Laura Connell, with 
whom he boarded, attempted to awaken him. 

The letter to his aunt was as follows: 

Friday Morning, 8:16 a. m.—Dear Aunt 
Mame: I hope you will forgive me for doing 
this, but there are things that you do not 
know which compel me to doit. Tell Eliza- 
beth to be a good girl, which I know she 
will, and you take good care of her. Say 
good-by to all the folks for me. Please see 
that my remains are cremated. I dread tho 
cold ground, Good-by, auntie, forever. Your 
loving, Jonn.”’ 

Mrs. Roney said Caruther’s parents were 
dead and that he was a student in the uni- 
versity at Notre Dame. His habits were 
simple and it is possible, she said, that he 
was temporarily insane from overstudy. 


CHARGES NEW MURDER EFFORT 


Witness Who Exposed One Plot Says 
Sister of Accused Woman Tried to 
Wreak Vengeance on Him. 


The murder plot which nearly cost the 
life or one man Thursday afternoon has al- 
most resulted in another death. Mrs. May 
Churiko, sister of Mrs. Maria Bozivitch, the 
first woman arrested on a charge of attempt -

As he entered 
the house, he says, Mrs. Ohuriko, sister 
of Mrs. Bozivitch, closed the door behind 
him, displayed a long carving knife, and de- 
clared that she was going to kill him be- 
cause he had betrayed her sister's scheme.”

“PIPE DREAM,” SAYS.WARREN 
ANENT COAL FRAUD CHARGES 


Wyoming Senator Makes Scornful 
Denial of Any Part in Illegal Entries 
on Mineral Lands. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 30.—Senator War- 
ren, who arrived in the city. today, made the 
following statement in contradiction of the 
affidavit of Special Agent Meyendorff of the 
general land office, made yesterday at Salt 
Lake City, in which Mr. Warren and his col- 
league, Senator Clark, were charged with 
conspiring with others to put a stop to in- 
vestigations into „eq made in connection 
with the entry ot coal lands owned by the 
Union Pacific railway company: 

It Meyendorff-made such an affidavit he 
must have been indulging in pipe dreams. I 
am informed that Senator Clark never saw 


the man and never had any communication 
with him, oral or written. 

“ The idea of Senator Clark needing Meyen- 
dorff's assistance in his reélection is absurd, 
as Wyoming was practically solid for him ané 
no candidate opposing. 

Ar for myself, I never new that sinh * 
man as Special Agent Meyendorff existed 
until some time late in 1908 or in 1904, when 
I received a letter from him saying that he 
wieched to see me; that he had heard that 
somebody had been writing me to hie dis- 
credit; and asking if I would not let him 
know when I was in Cheyenne or Denver so 
that he might call; that we were brother aol- 
diers of the civil war, etc., etc. 

| “In accordance with the request I some 
months aft informed him that I ex- 
pected to be i nver a few days later, send- 
ing bim the date. He called at my hotel, 
asking that I help get him promotion to the 
position of special agent in charge or a place 
in the consular service, because neither his 
work nor the climate of Colorado entirely 
agreed with him, that the altitude there made 
him nervous, ete. 

He based his request to me on the grounds 
of his.civil war record, his friendship for my 
friends, Mark Hanna, Elmer Dover, and 
others. He appealed strongly to my sympe- 
thy and I consented to mention his case to 
his superiors.. He then volunteered the in- 
formation that he had a lot of irregular‘and 
legal coal claim cases made by parties in 
Colorado for land in Wyoming, said to be in 
the interest of the Union Pacific Coal com- 
pany. He asked my advice how to proceed. 
I suggested that he follow the law and his 
instructions. 


Had No Private Letters. 


“I never read any private letters of his to 
Commissioner Richards, and have no knowl- 
edge that such ever existed. 

On a later occasion when I happened to be 
in Denver on busniess Meyendorff again 
called on me and again solicited my assist- 
ance. I think he called on me once afterward 
at my committee room in Washington, but 
I had no conversation with him beyond the 
customary salutation I would extend to any 
visitor of my acquaintance. Some time af ter- 
ward I read in the Denver newspapers of 
Meyendorff’s sensational attempt to commit 
suicide,’ and later on that he had left Den- 
ver, and so I did not know whether or not 
he ever received the coveted promotion. 

As to the subject matter of the testimony 
referred to I have had no connection with 
coal or other land entries of the. Union Pa- 
cific or any other rallroad or other company, 
and no interest whatever in coal further than 
an ambition to have the people of my country 
get plenty of coal of good quality and at rea- 
sonable prices, and that the world might 
know of the vast deposits of coal underlying 
the soil. 

And further than thie I desire to say that 
any one who accuses me otherwise speaks

Says “Sluggers’”’ Were Organized:

Earlier in the day occurred the sensational 
move of Young and three other defendants in 
pleading gullty and turning themsely es over 
to the state. 

The action came as a complete surprise to 
the attorneys for the defense. It was no less 
a shock to Shea. The whole thing produced 
in effect a complete demoralization, tempo- 
rarily at least, on the side of the defendants. 

Shea wae the last of the defendants to enter 
the courtroom inthe morning. Clean shaven 
and smiling. he sat down, apparently satisfied 
that the whole proceeding would turn out to 
be a farce. He spent a few minutes joking 
with Assistant State’s Attorney Holt, asking 
the latter humorously whether he proposed 
to “send him down to Joliet.” 

Shortly afterward Attorney Leroy C. Brown 
arose and announced his desire, as counsel 
for Young, Kelly, Murphy, and Schultz, to 
enter pleas of guilty to the charges against 
these men. 

Shea White with Rage. 

Shea, who wag conversing wich Steve 
Sumner, another defendant, turned white. 
He sought to regain his poise for a momest, 
and turning around toward Young smiled 
sneeringly. The latter smiled in return. 

Attorneys Brady and Le Bosky for the de- 
fendants promptly jumped to their feet with 
objections. The court, however, ordered the 
pleas entered. The next thing to startle the 
defense was when Assistant State’s Attorney 
Holt asked permission to add the names of 
Young, Kelly, Murphy, and Schultz to the 
list of state’s witnesses. 

“The defense has been taken by surprise 
here,“ vigorously objected Attorney Le Bos- 
key. I don’t think it proper to add these 
names to the state's list of witnesses.” 

He said the defense was unprepared to meet 
the situation. When the court overruled the 
objection the attorney demanded that the de- 
fendants immediately be taken in custody on 
their pleas of guilty.

Albert’ Young, chiéf of the quartet of de- 
fendants, who turned state’s evidence, for-

Until last 
August, when Young started out to form a 
rival union, he and Shea were close friends, 
associate leaders in many strikes, apd, in par- 
ticular, in the big teamsters' struggle in 1005. 
The new union, in which Young holds office as 
first vice president, is known as the United 
Teamsters of America. 

Wiliam Kelly is a protégé of Young. He 
was until recently secretary of the coal team- 
sters’ local here. He joined the Young fac- 
tion of the tedmsters several months ago, as 
did Michael Murphy and Joseph Schultz, the 
other two defendants, who proved “ traitors" 
te the Shea men.

The government authorities are dubious 
about securing convictions. In the various 
‘criminal prosecutions which have been 
brought’ but one corporation was found 
guilty and that was by its own plea. It was 
fined only $1,000. 
But it is more difficuk to obtain conviction 
than it is to secure impogition of an adequate 
penalty. So many loopholes have been found 
in the law that it almost is impossible for the 
government to close them all. The question 
of jurisdiction is one that has to be considered 
with great care. . 

“AN worts of pleas are made in order to 
delay action on the principal issue: The 
beef trust cases, for example, did not come 
‘to trial as a result of Judge Humphrey: 
immunity decision. Unquestionably the 
Standard will resort to similar devices, if it 
cam, to prevent judgment on points raised 
by the government in the suit against it. 
Attorney General Moody Is satisfied, never- 
theless, that this suit will result success- 
fully for the one reason—because it is a civi) 
proceeding only and has as its object the 
dissolution of the trust. 


Anti-Rebate Law Effective. 

Attorney General Moody has not the slight- 
est doubt as to the value of the anti-rebate 
law. Except in three cases the government 
has secured conviction in every proceeding 
it has instituted for violation of this statute. 
Fines aggregating $500,000 already have been 

ollected, and it is hoped to secure fines 
amounting to millions of dollars from the 
Standard Oil prosecution. 

There ie an impression throughout the 
country that it is not a disgrace to be fined, 
but information which has reached the at- 
torney general shows that one railroad offi- 
cial who was heled into court, compelled to 
undergo trial, found guilty, and sentenced to 
pay a fine, recently died as a result. of his 
experience, and another, who, by the way, 
lives in Chicago, has been under the gare of 
a physician ever since proceedings were be- 


gun against him.

He 
traces the origin, rise, and history of each 
ulld and shows the relation it bore to the 
political and social body of the republic, He 
showe how, gradually, the guilds as a whole 
came to wield almost absolute power in af- 
faire of state, outside as well as internal. 
f The regulations governing the guilds are 
made especially interesting and we learn the 
terms of apprenticeship, the wages, the social 
standing attained by the members. We learn 
also how the guilds influenced the state in 
such a way as to favor their home made 
products—a sort of renaissance policy of pro 
tection, and we can see in many of their regu- 
lations the origin of some modern trades 


union ideas. 

Industry was made a fetich There was no 
premium upon it but the rewards it brought 
itself, but on the other hand sloth found itself 
not only reprobated but severely punished: 
“ Every man and boy. turned 16 years of age, 
was obliged to become a member of a guild 
or trade corporation. Any one who failed in 
this respect was dubbed ‘ scioperato '—‘ loaf- 
er "and had no voice in the city’s affairs. 
He was a dyword and a mocking to every 
passerby, and was treated to more kicks than 
denarii, and not uncommonly wae taken up 
and lodged in a dungeon. or his feet placed in 
the stocks, as being a useless incumbrance 
and a disgrace: to the city.

has prepared a second volume, 
“LATER QUEENS OF THE 
FRENCH STAGE," following the general 
lines of biography and anecdote adopted in 
the previous venture. In one respect at 
least tMese various “ queens” bore a strik~ 
ing resemblance to one another; their con- 
duct apart from their professional careers 
partook generoualy of that amiable weakness 
which the author chivairously dismisses as 
'** irregularities of youth,” a truly Gallic way. 


There was lovely Sopkle Arnould, the prima 
donna, the daughter of pious parents, who 
began her career singing at Lenten services, 
and who charmed her devout auditors until 
the king commanded her to appear at the. 


she had both voice and the ability to aot, 
while her beauty brought all masculine 
Paris to her feet. But despite parental 
watch Mile. Arnould at last ran away witha 
gay count, who consoled the sorrowful 
parents by promising to mary Sophie “ if ever 
ne became a widower.“ This promise was 
never fulfilled, and Sophie subsequently 
smiled on many admirers, but she and the 
count were attached to each other through 
life, and maintained their early affeotion. 
The singer gained notable triumphs in 
“Iphigenia” and Orpheus, and repaid 
her promoters by quarreling with them, and 
defying even Gitick himself. After her re- 
tirement from the stage her salon was the 
resort of the wits and philosophers of Paria, 
and she became as famous for her epigrams 
as for her singing voloe. She died in poverty, 
wupporting her count to the last. 


And there was Mile. Guimard, who began 
her career by dancing at the Comedie Fran- 
caise, and soon went over to the opera. She 
waa so attenuated that she was known as the 
“ spider,” but a certain lack of physical 
charnis did not shut off an extraordinary 
number of lovers, to all of whom She was 
falthless, and who suffered from her mag- 
nificent extravagance. She built both a 
palace and a theater, and nothing pleased 
her so much as to perform in 4 manner that 
would scandalize the devout, and even ter- 
rify the critics who adored her. Finally, she 
compromised her method of life by marrying 
a dancing gentleman, fifteen years younger 
than herself, and in their declining years 
these two accomplished whirligigs, con- 
time, would 
amuse their friends and prove their art 
Menacity by dancing at parties behind a cur- 
tain which was reised to a height just above 
the knees. 


Mile. Raucourt, the tragedienne, made her 
début at the Cemédie Francaise, and excited 
the plaudits of Grimm, who predicted that 
she would be the “immortal glory of the 
French stage.“ For several years, despite 
her tremendous success and the attentions 
lavished upon her, she was described as vir - 
tue itself.” Her father shadowed her, and 
all Paris wept over one so fair and so ad- 
mlrahle. But the cynical Voitaire pooh- 
poohed at such exaltation of simple morality, 
and thie so preyed on mademoiselie’s sensi- 
tive nature that she therewith abandoned 
herself te the gay Me, and passed from gal- 
lantry to gallantry.” Then trouble set in, 
band What with the cabal formed against her 
and the importunities of creditogs poor 
mademoiselle needed all the recollection of 
her former glories in Dido to bear her 
up. Napoleon admired her and gave her a 
liberal pension. She died in 1815, 150 years 
after Moliére passed away, and, like Moliére,

For many years the rates from Sioux City 
and surrounding points in an extensive ter- 
ritory in South Dakota, Iowa, and Nebraska 
have been the same to Chicago as to 
Duluth. The changes by the Great Northern 
make the rates to Duluth considerably lower 
than those to this city. 

Traffic officials of the Chicago lines yester- 
day stated that if it shall develop that the 
local market is actually in danger of being 
injured dy the new adjustment they will 
make such reductions as may be shown to be 
necessary to protect it. 

The classes most concerned over the situa- 
tion are manufacturers end jobbers, as the 
Chicago lines met the Great Northern's euts 
on grain immediately after they were an- 
nounced.

It is doubly important, therefore, that reme- 
dial legislation be had. 


Outlook for Action Good. 


“The outlook for congressional action ap- 
pears good for several reasons. The secre- 
tary of the treasury and the controller of the 
currency both favor the report of the com- 
mission. The secretary of the treasury has 
announced he will flatly indorse it. Con- 
gressman Fowler, chairman of the currency 
committee of the house, I am told, is favor- 
able to some kind of legislation, and is agree- 
able to the report of the commission, Senator 
Aldrich, who is at the head of the correspond- 
ing committee in the senate, has not, 80 far 
as I have learned, given any pronounced ex- 
pression with reference to the commission’s 
recommendations. But it is assumed by New 
York bankers that owing to the desire of the 
latter for legislation and the fact that Con- 
gressman Fowler, the secretary of the treas- 
ury, and the controller of the curreney be- 
eve something should be done, Mr. Aldrich 
will not be opposed to reasonable legislation. 

President Roosevelt, I understand, will 
make a strong recommendation for remedial ’ 
legislation. What he will favor is not known, 
but the fact that he will urge some action is 
regarded as favorable to the general plan. 

80 far as the money outlook is concerned, 
I found eastern bankers did not expect much
